BERLIN, March .1.—A man of 29.years, erect, 
s quar e-shouldered, 
lithe, powerful and 
austere, strode out of 
the railway station 
yesterday after seeing 
a batch of royal guests 
depart. He had a 
strong, heavily lined 
and moody face. The 
guards presented 
arms, and a brilliant 
retinue of generals 
hurried after the mas- 

terful-looking German. It was the Crown 
Prince who will soon be Emperor of the nation 
of warriors. The waiting multitude at sight 
of him gave a single yell that came from their 
very hearts. The Prince turned toward the 
sea of faces and looked intently at the people. 
His moody, surly eyes flew rapidly from face 
to face. Then he slowly touched his cap. Cheer 
after cheer rose wildly in quick succession and 
with passionate fervor. The Prince listened 
witha rapt look, then threw back his head 
with a sudden motion and showed his teeth in 
a smile of savage exultation. Theaction was 
ALMOST THEATRICAL. 

The people fought to get anotherlook at him 
and he was whirled away amid the hoarse and 
frantic shouts of his worshipers. The flerce 
light that beats about the German throne 
leaves the dumb and sickly monarch in the 
shadow, plodding slowly on toward the near- 
ing and inevitable end, while it throws the 
stalwart, warlike and aggressive figure of 
Cron Prince William out with vivid 
distinctness; The name of the coming 
Emperor is heard in the councils of 
all the sovereigns and diplomats of Europe. 
Not since the first Napoleon has a young man 
wielded such tremendous power as will fall 
to the lot of this headstrong, violent and re- 
vengeful Prince. He will have 2,000,000 men 
and 2,000,000 muskets at his back. He hates 
the English and he hates the Jews. So do the 
German people. They detest their present 
English Empress because she makes her 
children talk English and has prevailed upon 
the Emperor to have an English physician, 

THE FUTURE EMPEROR'S CHARACTER. 

They have tried to mob Mackenzie and they 
look coldly at Frederick ITI. because he spends 
the last hours of his waning life ennobiing 
men of Semitic blood. They adore the very 
name of the coming ruler, who has all their 
prejudices, intensified a thousand fold, His 
aversion to the English extends to his own 
mother, When he was ordered to San Remo 
by the late Emperor to visit his invalid father 
the royal party started to walk to church, and 
Prince Willlam's English mother, the present 
Empress, attempted to take his arm. He 
shoox her off roughly in the presence of the 
crowd. 

‘*I represent the person of the Emperor,“ 
he said haughtily. ‘*I walk alone. 

His mother was obliged to follow in his foot- 
steps. His first English governess, Miss 
Shipps, who had charge of him as a boy, when 
asked recently what sort of a man he was, 
said; ‘‘He le a man whom nothing can ever 
stay, once his anger is aroused.’’ 

VON MOLTKE’S ASSISTANT. 

Von Moltke, the 88-year-old Field Mar- 
shal, bas a shrewd, brilliant and ambitious 
assistant, Count Waldersee, a hater of the 
English, who is only 40 years old, but a 
tactician, strategist and general in whom the 
great German army places absolute confl- 
dence. The Count and Prince William are 
warm friends. When they are together the 
ministers whisper that mischief is brewing, 
When one is Emperor he will makethe other 
Field Marshal. Both are schemers and their 
power will be tremendous. Hence rulers 
and diplomats all over Europe watch Berlin 
with weary eyes, and when William II. as- 
cends the throne the map-makers may get 
ready and sharpen their tools, for they will 
have work to do. 

A cartoon issued by the newspaper called | 
the Flok yesterday excited much comment. It 
represents the Orown Prince trying to climb 
on the throne, sword in hand, the army be- 
hind him.

The 
Crown Prince was attacked yesterday by an 
affection of the ear,and Dr. Bergman was 
called into attend him. There is the usual 
amount of exaggeration and excitement over 
the report, the best informstion being that the 
ilinesa is not dangerous. It is likely to prove 
annoying, as an abscess has formed. The 
Crown Prince would have only a doctor of his 
own nationality.

CURIOUS EFFECT OF THE GREAT SNOW- 
STORM IN TEXAS.

The Fruit Crop in the Lone Star State 
Ruined—A Terrible Windstorm at Pitts- 
burg Cripples the Telegraph Wire 
Great Damage to Crops and Outbuildings 
in Various Parts of the Country—Rivers 
in the Northwest Booming. 


BONHAM, Tex., March 21.—For the last two 
weeks beautiful spring weather has been ex- 
perienced in this part of Texas. Yesterday 
the thermometer took a tumble and snow com- 
menced falling. It snowed hard all day, and 
fully six Inches fell. Garden flowers and fruit 
blossoms Mingled with the heaviest snow that 
has fallen in north Texasin many years, pre- 
senting a most novel sight. The fruit crop is 
ruined. The storm came from the northwest. 
All day the storm was so blinding as to almost 
prevent traveling. Advices from Sherman and 
Gainesville, Tex., say that from four to twelve 
inches of snow fell there and buried the spring 
flowers and fruit tree blossoms. Monday the 
mercury marked 72 degs.,and yesterday it was 
down to 34 degs. 


Want a Solid Freese. 


Eav CLarre, Wis., March 21.—One of the 
worst snowstorms of the winter prevailed over 
Northern Wisconsin yesterday. The snow was

Rivers Booming. 


RACINE, Wis., March 21.—The warm weather 
of the past week and the heavy rain of yester- 
day broke the immense volume ofice in the 
river above the North western Railroad dridge, 
and in the afternoon it began to move down 
the river. Whenthe immense blocks reached 
Mead street bridge the outlet was not suff. 
ciently wide, and a gorge was formed about 
forty rods wide and from fifteen to twenty 
high. The cracking of the ice could be heard 
for blocks, and hundreds of people vis- 
ited the scene, The gorge having 
formed a perfect dam, the rap- 
idly running river was soon forced 
over the adjoining dock property, and in less 
than an hourthe land contiguous to the river 
was submerged. At Herrick’s flats the river 
overfiowed its banks and soon covered the 
entire country south of the river up to Thir- 
teenth street, a distance of halfamile. The 
water was from three to five feet deep, and all 
houses were flooded. Families were obliged 
to move out in boats and the roads are abso- 
futely impassable. Nearly all the boat-houses 
on the river with their contents have been de. 
stroyed, and abutments and dock property 
have been seriously damaged. Vessel prop- 
erty in the river is in danger, and large gungs 
ot men are working to keepthe craft to their 
moorings. The damage cannot be estimated 
as yet. 


Serious Overflow Threatened. 


Sioux OCrry, to., March 21.—Much anxiety 
is felt by the settlers on the low lands beyond 
the bluffs north of the city because of the 
prospect of an overfiow like that of 1881. The 


snowfall inthe upper river country has been 
very great during the winter, and the warm 
weather is melting it rapidly, The ice in the 
channel at this point moved yesterday morn- 
ing, covering the pier of the new bridge, from 
the caisson of which the workmen who are 
filing it with concrete had just emerged. 

A gorge formed about five miles up the river 
and the water is reported to be rising there at 
the rate ofsix inches an hour. In front of 
this city, o posite Prospect Hill, another 
@orge oxtending part way across has formed, 
piled fully twenty feet high. 
Just below the city, near the mouth of the 
Floyd, another gorge has formed and the 
water has backed up onthe lowlands, sweep- 
ing away McNamara’s grading camp, where 
work was being done on the approach of the 
new bridge. Unilessthe ice gives way in a 
spore time there is danger of a serious ‘wver- 

ow. 


Bettems Inundated. 


POPLAR Rin, Mont., March 21.—The Mis- 
souri River broke yesterday. Ice dams formed, 
the river overflowed its banks, and the whole 
river bottom, which includes millions of 
acres of lands, is inundated for over a hun- 
dred miles.

A Goed Day for Sales, Notwithstanding the 
Adverse Weather. 


Second street property-owners will be very 
much gratified to know that the premises 
formerly occupied by Bishop & Spears, on the

Anu Anp OF $5,000 FOR THE ARREST OF 
3 KENTUCKY’S TREASURER. 


Experts Engaged in Examining the Books 
mund Accounts of the Defaulter—Ruamors 
of Prominent Men Involved in the Affair 
—The Legislature Adopts the Jeint Reso- 


lution to Impeach Tate. 


Lobe vnn, Ky. , March 21.—Up to 10 o clock 
this morning there have been no startling de- 
yelopments concerning the defaication in the 
State Treasurer’s office. Conservative reports 
from the State capital place the amount of the 
deficit between $125,000 and $150,000, the former 
being the amount stated by Auditor Eewitt. 
More sensational dispatches place the sum far 
above these figures, one placing it at $197 ,000 
and crediting Expert Samuels with the state- 
ment that it will probably reach. 
6500, 000. Beyond the fact that Tate 
left Louisville on Friday evening 
for Cincinnati, nothing is known of bis where- 
gbouts. It is believed that he fied from that 
eity to Buffalo and thence to Canada. His 
friends think that when his papers are over- 
hauled & statement from him willbe found. 
The Republicans are claiming that Tate’s de- 
faication willenable them to carry the State 
at the next State election. They say Tate's 
shortage is but a proof of the charges made by 
the Republicans on the stump that the Demo- 
cratic State Government was rotten to the core. 
One well-known member of the Republican 
party said: 

„nen Tate went into office he found in the 
Treasury $1,300,000; Re went out leaving it 
comparatively empty, and carrying possibly 
several hundred thousand with him. Oom- 
ment is unnecessary. The effect on the Dem- 
ocratio party may be of a wholesome charac- 
ter, but it will certainly cause the Republicans 
to put forth new energy and gather in the 
Democrats who believe in honest government, 
and it will certainly stop that everlasting cry 
of Democratic purity, so long shouted in the 
ears of the long-suffering people by Demo- 
cratic stump-speakers. You can say forme 
that I believe Tate’s shortage will be of much 
benefit to the Republican party, and that if we 
don’t carry the State for the Republican nom- 
inee this fall, we will make things hum at the 
next State election.’’

the attorneys or the offices of the Pan Tele- 
phone Company. The officers of the latter 
company were thrown into a fever of excite- 
ment, and a meeting of directors was called 
for a late hour this afternoon. James 
Richardsen is the President of the 
local Pan Company on its records 
but he recently sold his stock, and no meeting 
has since been heldto fill the vacancy he 
created by depriving himself ot the qualifica- 
tions of an officer. 
J. H. TERRY, 
the Vice-President, said ofthe situation: The 
Bell Company does not threaten our company 
with suit. Ibad a talk with their attorneys 
this morning, and such a thing 
was not suggested. I do not think 
they will interfere with oursubscribers either, 
but do think thatthe matter will be amicably 
adjusted. You see the Supreme Court only 
decided thatthe Bell patent was superior to 
the Dulbear or pan device, but there were 
four dissenters to this opinion to flve in its 
favor, and Justice Lamar did notsitin the 
case. Now such a deliverance may 
be entirely set aside at another hearing of the 
case, and Bell bas another big battle to fight 
before his right toa monopoly of she tele- 
phone business is assured.

CONJURER OF THE OJIBBWAS. 


Facts That Excelled Those of the Professed 
Spirit Mediums. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 

During two years’ residence in Albany dis- 
trict of that mysterious country between Lake 
Superion and Hudson’s Bay, as medical officer 
of the Hudson's Bay Fur Company, I was 
brought in frequent contact with the“ “medi- 
cine men’’ of the Ojibbwas, and had many 
opportunities of witnessing the incanta- 
tiong and ceremonies peculiar to their sacred 


calling. 

One ‘‘medicine man, Wa-au-poos (the 
Rabbit) by name, and whose adopted brother 
I eventually became, influenced by my 
**mash-ki-ki-wau-boo’’ (black medicine wa- 
ter—coffee)jand narratives of*the deeds of 
‘‘wau-ste-nau kit-che moko powahs’’ (fa- 
mous civilized necromancers), occasionally 
developed sufficient confidence to enlighten 
me regarding various secrets of his craft, and 
he Impressed ine with a fact, subsequently con- 
firmed in my own person, that physical or mes- 
meric power is not necessarily a natural gift, 
but one that may be successfully cultivated by 
acts that produce, temporarily, disordered 
conditions of the brain. 

A favorite feat of his, as a preliminary to 
some special incantation, was a modification 
of the so-called cabinet act“ that obtains so 
generally among the fraternity of professed 
mediums; but as he performed it, it was every 
way superior to anything lever witnessed at 
the bands of civilized performers. 

Not only would be allow himself to be bound 
hand and foot after the usual manner, but his 
entire body to be enveloped and his arms pin- 
ioned immovably to his sides, and the mement 
a blanket or robé was thrown over him he 
would bound to his feet and toss b« nds and 
covering high in air in one knotted, almost in- 
extricable bunch. 

On one occasion, alittle after noonday, the 
theater being a bit of prairie overlooking the 
lake near CatIsland House, I pinioned him 
even more elaburately than usual, drawing 
the thongs of green moose hide so tightly that 
the blood threatened to spout from beneath 
the ridges of imprisoned flesh. 

I executed a variety of knots, twists and 
turns taught by tormer seafaring experience; 
and he passed from my bands only to be lifted 
into a small skin tent (‘‘medicine wigwam’’) 
whose sole furnishing was a huge drum orna- 
mented with cabalistic devices that hung from 
the interlocking supports atthe apex of the 
structure. 

Scarce was he concealed from view whena 
low chant, echoed by a mufiled accompani- 
mentupon the drum began. Gradually the 
voice of the wizard rose higher and higher, 
the music sounded louder and more rapidly, 
until one became a piercing shriek, the other 
a furious frantic roll; and in the midst of it all 
was heard a whistling sound as of a fierce 
wind sweeping by, though the air was still and 
dead. 

Wherthese ceased the chant was recom- 
menced in its former cadence and measure, 
and at the same time & undeda multitude of 
voices of various creatures of forest and 
plain, beneath oar feet, in the grove at our 
back, and high overhead—not singly and in 
succession, but several together, forming a 
chorus as it were. Beetles, katydids, grass- 
hoppers, bees, and avariety of other insects 
buzzed, whirred and chirped, and birds, many 
of them rare to the region, sung and uttered 
their accustomed notes. 

Then came the larger creatures; bears 
growled, wolves howled, wapita stags bellowed 
and roared, dogs and foxes barked, carlbou 
clattered hoofs and horns, moose ‘‘talked’’ 
and the cat tribes spat and swore. These were 
followed by a third medley made up of the 
sounds of small quadrupeds, like marmots, 
hares and squirrels, the piping and croaking 
of frogs, hooting of owls aud cries of various 
species of wild fowl. 

All this time the chant and its monotonous 
accompaniment ever droned from within the 
‘*‘medicine tent. It was the most mag- 
nificent specimen of ventriloguism, if ven- 
triloguism it was, that ever came to my knowl- 
edge. 

Finally, when the sounds had all ceased, 
Wa-au-poos appeared at the entrance of the 
tent freed from his bonds, which he declared 
had been removed and borne away by Pa-ah- 
kuk, the Great Game Medicine;’’ and though 
diligent search was made they could nowhere 
be found.

ACASE THAT WILL INTEREST 20,000 PEO- 


PLE IN MISSOURL 


Superintendent of Insurance Alfred Carr 
Takes Legal Action Against the Grand 
Lodge of the Order on Their Refusal to 
Comply With the Law—The Grand Lodge 
Will Fight It Out—Correspondence in 
the Case. 


Forsome time past the smooth surface of 
the affairs in the office of the State Insurance 
Commissioner have been ruffled over the ac- 
tion taken by Grand Lodge of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, by which that 
body decided, in convention, to refuse to 
comply with the law governing insurance 
companies in this State. The Grand Lodge 
argued that as the A. O< U. W. 
was not an insurance company even 
on the assessment plan there was no necessity 
to conform to laws governing corporations of 
an entirely different character and purpose, 
and the resolutions to that end went into 


effect at once. 
THE CORRESPONDENCE. 

Commissioner Carr thought otherwise. In 
fact, he claimed that the A. O. U. W. was as 
much of an insurance company asany other 
similar body, and acting on the reports of the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge he addressed 
the following letter to Grand Master Workman 
Rogers:

I learn through the newspapers of this city 
that at the last general meetin of the Su- 
proms body ofthe Ancient Order of United 

orkmen it was determined by vote not to 
comply with thelaws of Missouri regulatin 
life insurance on the assessment plan.

The case will be con- 
ducted by the attorneys for the Insurance De- 
partment. 

THE A. O. U. W. WILL FIGHT. 

Grand Master-Workman Rogers and Grand 
Recorder Richardson being out of the city at 

resent, théir views on the matter could not 

e obtained. Mr. H. L. Verdier, treasurer of 
the St. Louis office, was seen, however, and 
said that the case was a very simple one. 

‘*We are not an insurance company atall,’’ 
he said; ‘‘not even on the assessment plan. 
We do not benefit Individuals. We simply 
take money from one man and give it to the 
widow of another. I suppose the order will 
be compelled to carry out the policy suggested 
by the Grand Lodge and fight the case out. 

Speaking of the matter to-day Mr. Carr 
said: ‘*‘The A. O. U. W. is a strong and re- 
liable organization, and there is no reason 
why it should not comply withthe law. The 
American Legion of Honor and the Legion of 
Honor and, in fact, nearly all the better or- 
ganizations of that class have complied with 
the law and want to doit, as they consider it 
a protection for themselves and their mem- 
bers. We are determined to push this case to 
the bitter end.“ 

The case will be an Interesting one, as there 
are over 20,000 members of the orderin the 
State of Missouri and 7,000 in thiscity alone.

SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN SUR- 
ROGATE RANSO T's COURT. 


Lawyer Choate’s Efforts to Ascertain the 
Business Relations Between Ex-Judge 
Hilton and Mrs. Stewart—The Disposi- 
tion of the Latter’s Property—Cross-Ex- 
amination of Lawyer Rice Concluded— 
Mr. Hilton on the Stand—Roscoe Conk- 
ling Shows His Teeth. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Duraren. 

NEw YorK, March 21.—Surrogate Ransom’s 
court-room was fairly jammed yesterday by a 
crowd of well-dressed people who had been 
called out in the hope of hearing something 
sensational in the Stewart will case and to get 
a giimpse of the famous array of counsel en- 
gaged thereon. Ex-Senator Conkling, ex- 
Attorney-General Russell, ex-Judge Gilbert 
and Elihu Root wereon hand early for the 
respondents and Joseph H. Choate and his 
associate were even more promptto look after 
Miss Butler's interests. Judge Hilton was 
present the greater part of the day, sitting 
beside Elihu Root, with whom he held frequent 
consultations. At Mr. Choate’ stable the father 
of Miss Butler, the plaintiff, occupled a chair 
ranged behind piles of books and papers. 
Mr. Choate resumed the cross excmination of 
H. H. Rice, the confidential notary of Judge 
Hilton, as soon as Surrogate Ransom had taken 
as easy position in his chair. He first request- 
ed counsel on the othersiae to produce the 
papers he had requested on Monday evening. 
These included the check which had been 
given the witness in payment af the $5,000 leg- 
acy bequeathed to him by A. T. Stewart. 
This check, Mr. Root informed Mr. Choate, 
had been lost and could not be pro- 
duced. Mr. Conkling, however, handed 
over a copy of the receipt taken by Judge 
Hilton from the witness for the $5,000. This 
copy did not satisfy Mr. Choate. He wanted 
te see the receipt book containing the origi- 
nal. This Mr. Conkifng declined to produce, 
andthe Surrogate sustained him in his posi- 
tion. Another of the documents requested by 
Mr, Choate, the deed of some stable property 
on Thirty-fourth street near the Stewart 
mansion, conveyed by Mrs. Stewart to Judge 


Hilton, was handed over by Elibu Root with- 
out objections. The consideration named 
was $46,000.

RABBI SALE PITCHES INTO DR. SONNE- 
SCHEIN. 


He Charges Him With Writing Abusive Let- 


ters and Refers to Him as That Fellow” 


—Dr. Sonneschein Indignantly Denies 
the Allegation—An Issue of Fact Between 
Two Prominent Divines—The True In- 
wardness of the Big Row in Hebrew Cir- 
cles—Shaare Emeth’s Pastor in the Mid- 
dle of the Ring. 


Nothing forsome time has interested the 
Hebrew people of the West so much as the 
threat of Shaare Emeth Uongregation 
of this city to withdraw from 
the Hebrew Union. The Union is an organ- 
ization of Hebrew congregations of the 
United Stat® forthe purpose of maintaining a 
college -for the education of the Jewish 
This college 
is located at Oincinnati. Here also 
is located the American Ieraclite, a Hebrew 
The editor of the paper, Rev. Dr. 


lege. Itis this intimate connection between 
the paper and the college that has 
caused the flare-up in 8t. Louis. 
Certain correspondence having appeared in 
the Jseraelite from St. Louis, signed ‘‘Mys- 
tery,’’ lauding Dr. Sonneschein and reflect 
ing severely on Shaare Emeth, that congrega- 


tion became indignant and considered the ad- 
visability of withdrawing from the Union. 
THE OLD FEELING AROUSED. 

The first anneuncement of Shaare Emeth’s 
intentions appeared in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, and was followea by a _ chorus 
of protests and lamentations from aijlil 
overthe country. Realizing the deep feeling 
that would be caused by its withdrawal, 
Shaare Emeth referred the entire matter toa 
special committee. There it would 
no doubt have been allowed to 
die but for another attack on 
the Sy So — 
in the last issue of the 4 m Israelite, and 
has aroused the old bitterness, and friends of 
the Union, who recognizé Shaare Emeth as the 
strongest supporter the institution bas in this 
city,are very apprehensive of serious develop- 
ments. 

THE CAUSE OF THE BITTERNESS. 

The attack is made overthe initials of Leo 
Wise, son of the editor, and is very bitter 
against the rabbiof the big temple at Seven- 
teenth and Pine streets. It accuses Dr. Sale 
of having anonymously assailed Dr, Wise in 
the Chicago Occident. Going further it charges 
that the St. Louls rabbi ts opposed tothe col- 
lege and is trying to drag Shaare Emeth out of 
the Union. The language of this charge is as 
follows: It Dr. Sale, a bitter and avowed 
enemy of the Hebrew Union College, has 
sufficient influence with his congregation to 
induce it to withdraw its 8 from that in- 
stitution, the withdrawal will take place; if 
not on the pretext now advanced, some other 
will be found.’’ 

Speaking of the alleged Influence brought to 
bear on Shaare Emeth, the writer says: ‘‘This 
attempt to induce Shaare Emethto withdraw 
from the Union is only partly caused by the 
refusal of the editors of the American 
Ieraelite to blow Dr. Sale’s horn. The origin 
of it all lies further back and is two-fold: 
First, that the same gentlemen failed in their 
attempt to use Dr. Wise and the American 
Israelite to drive Dr. Sonneschein out of the 
Jewish pulpit; and second, because we re- 
fused to a our correspondents into line to 
supportthel. O. „ B. Constitution Grand 
Lodge in all of its doings.’’ 

The article exonerates Dr. Wise, the editor, 
from all blame regarding the publication of 
the ‘‘Mystery’’ letters, claiming that he 
has no eupervision of the contributions. 

DR. SALE TALKS BUSINESS. 

Rev. Dr. Sale, the rabbi, charged with all 
these horrible things, was found in his study 
this morning, apparently as well as ever.

The tobacco business, simple as it may seem 
to the uninitiated, requires very careful 
watching, and is as changeful in fashion as a 
New York miliner. It would be a curious 
study to follow the history of certain brands 
of tobacco, to trace their rise and fall in popu- 
lar esteem. No one who has used manufactured 
tobacco oan have failed to remark the altera- 
tions of the brands put upon the market. Par- 
ticular varieties that were found in every store 
five years ago cannot be bought anywhere to- 
day, while a new brand is made and exten- 
sively advertised and sold every month. Many 
people ascribe these changes to mere caprice, 
but they are nothing of the kind. A new 
brand commands a considerable initial 
sale irrespective of its merits, 
but after a short trial the public 
form an opinion, generally a very just one, as 
to its quality, and within two months after it 
is put on the market it is assured either of suc- 
cess or fallure. The disappearance of a once 
popular brand is not caused by a capricious 
change in fashion, but is founded on excellent 
grounds. Sometimes a kind closely re- 
sembling an old favorite, but some- 
what better in quality, appears and 
drives its predecessor from the field, 
but the most common reason is a deteriora- 
tion ig the quality of the original tobacco. It 
seems strange, but scarcely a firm in the coun- 
ty seems to appreciate the fact that a reputa- 
tion must be sustained as well as acquired.
